W ASHINGTON, Dec. 9 —Group­ 
ed with tile great flotilla of miss­ 
ing ships that have put to sea and 
n ever reached port is the U. S. S. 
Cyclops, 
w hose name 
has been 
stricken from the United States 
naval register. 
“There has been no more baf­ 
fling m ystery in the annals of the 
navy.” says Secretary Daniels in 
his annual report, referring to thfe 
disappearance of the vessel. 
Probably not until the sea gives 
up its secrets will the fate of the 
Cyclops be known. 
For months 
th e single word “missing” was 
w ritten opposite her name. 
Dur­ 
ing that tim e all resources of the

M. Holderman, who ju st‘previous 
to the fight was transferred from 
Co. L to command of a company 
that fought under Major W hittle­ 
sey in that h’storio stand of the 
Americans, surrounded for four 
days by Germans, in the early part 
of October. 
Capt. Holderman said that beside 
him self, Ernest Kellogg and Nat 
Rochester w ere the only old Co. L 
boys that were in the battle.

were lost for he saw them go out 
on a patrol, from

and later he saw the lieutenant in 
charge of the patrol crawl back to 
the lines with his legs shot off and 
without any men.

City Health Board Issues Or­

9.—The

board of health has issued the follow­ 
ing orders for the prevention of the 
spread of influenza: 
1. Every person suffering with in­ 
fluenza shall be isolated in a room to 
them selves and not perm itted to leave 
his or her premises until fully recov­ 
ered, the period of isolation being not 
less than ten days. 
2. All members or a family or other 
persons in a home in which there is a 
case of influenza shall rem ain at home 
and not mingle with other people, ex­ 
cept those who are employed, who may 
continue their work provided they do 
not at any time enter the room or part 
of the house occupied by the patient. 
3. 
No children in a nome 
where 
there is a case of influenza will be per­ 
mitted to attend school, church, the­ 
ater or other public gathering or per­ 
mitted on the streets, without permis­ 
sion of the Health Department. 
4. 
The period of tim e children in 
the home who have not had the influ­ 
enza shall remain out of school and i 
gatherings shall be seven days from 
the last time they were in the room of 
the sick patient. 
All 
children 
who 
have fully recovered from a recent a t­ 
tack of Hie influenza may continue in 
school or elsewhere, provided they re­ 
main out of the room the patient oc­ 
cupies. 
lf these rules are not observed the 
house will be quarantined.

Wilson Proclamation 
The proclam ation, prepared before 
th e President departed for Europe, fol­ 
low s: 
‘‘To the American people: 
“One year ago 22,000,000 Americans, 
by enrolling as members of the Red 
Cross at Christm as time, sent to the 
m en who were fighting our battles 
overseas a stim ulating 
message 
of 
ch eer and. good will. 
They made it 
clear that our people wrere of their own 
free choice united with their govern­ 
m ent in the determ ination not only to 
wag© w ar with the instrum ents of de­ 
struction, but also by every means in 
th eir pow-er to repair the ravages of 
th e invader and sustain and renew the 
spirit of the arm y and of the homes 
which they represented. 
The friends ! 
of the American Red Cross in Italy, I 
Belgium and France have told and w ill! 
tell again the story of how the Red 
C ross w orkers restored morale in the I 
hospitals, in the camps and at the 
cantonm ents, and w'e ought to be very 
proud th at we have been perm itted to 
be of service to those suffering and 
whose glory are the heritage of hum an­ 
ity. 
Message of Peace 
“Now, by God’s grace, the Red Cross 
C hristm as message of 1918 is to be a 
m essage of peace as w ell as a message 
of good will.

Both literally and figuratively tho 
California grower 
is 
“holding 
tire 
sack,” the contents of which would 
fill millions of hungry mouths. 
The 
grower has invested his money, har­ 
vested his crop, tied up his resources 
for months and now is compelled to 
store for indefinite periods the results 
of his industry or sell at disappointing 


The growers decided th at they could 
not afford to sell under such unfavor­ 
able conditions and began warehous­ 
ing their beans, and that is the condi­ 
tion today. The m arket is dead locked 
Tlte state, especially in tile South, is 
literally full of beaus. Europe is plead­ 
ing for them ; there is a big home mar­ 
ket; and yet because of the red tape 
with which, the government bas bound 
the traffic the growers cannot or wit I 
not move their stocks and the inter­ 
mediate agencies are bound hand and 
foot.

Yanks Are Healthy Lot, and 
Escape Epidemics, Writes 
Chaffee From Hospital

GARDEN GROVE, Dec. 7.—Mr. ana 
Mrs. A. J. Chaffee kindly share an­ 
other very interesting letter from their 
son, Capt. Burns S. Chaffee: 
France. Nov. ll). 1918. 
Last week I wont to Verdun; the 
first time I had been in the famous 
city—famous onlv for the great batties 
that bear its name. 
It was no doubt 
A beautiful place before the war. The 
older portion of the city was sur­ 
rounded bv a wall, as are all of the 
older cities I have seen in France, 
even Paris. 
The river Meuse flows 
through the heart of the city and I 
arn sure it is a picturesque stream 
Ander normal conditions. 
At present, 
however, the stone banks are crum­ 
bling and 
much 
debris 
has 
been 
thrown into the river, causing it to 
look very dirtv. 
I was through tho 
city 
in 
several 
directions—passed 
tour different gates and I failed to see 
even one house which was not more or 
less damaged: most of them complete­ 
ly ruined. 
Many of them have a big 
room in which soldiers may bunk, 
but when the war is over these houses 
will all have to be torn down and r<. 
built. 
A girls’ college is locat'd 
Verdun on a hill tha* overlooks the 
city. 
From the college I could look 
to the north, east and south for a dis 
tatice of two to four miles, not further 
for the hills shut out my view.
